6 .— President Roosev elt promised 
congress and the nation today that the war would end in 
v ictory and outlined a tremendous, production plan embrac­ 
ing an output of 125 ,000 planes, 7 5 ,000 tanks, 35 ,000 anti-air­ 
craft guns, and 10,000,000 tons of shipping in 19 43. 
For this y ear— 19 42— he declared that “ we shall produce 
6 0,000 planes, 10,000 more than the goal set a y ear and a half 
ago,” 45 ,000 tanks. 20,000 anti-aircraft guns and 8 ,000,000 
dead-weight tons of merchant v essels. 
In a grimly worded message deliv ered in person to a 
joint session of the senate and house, the chief ex ecutiv e de­ 
clared that the task was hard and unprecedented—and the 
time short. 
He spoke of sacrifices to come and said that it would 
appear in his budget message tomorrow that “ our war pro­ 
gram for the coming fiscal y ear will cost fifty -six billion 
i dollars or, in other words, more than one-half of the esti­ 
mated annual national income.”

Roosev elt asserted. “ It means cutting lux uries and other non- 
essentials. In a word, it means an ‘all-out’ war by indiv idual 
effort and family effort in a united country .”

Diehl of the University of Minne­ 
sota gave a number o students cold 
va<elnes and another group sterile 
water hypodermically, and in the 
two groups he found the incidence 
of colds was no higher among ihose 
who had received sterile water than 
among those who had received the 
vaccine. 
But a doctor friend of mine who 
elves cold vaccines says that whil® 
hr feels like a quack when he gl’.es 
them, his wife insists on ‘aking 
them and she has even talked him 
into taking a round every year for
